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"  The  uncommon,  the  sublime 

Must  seem  and  be 
Like  things  of  every  day.'' 

The  next  World's  Fair,  the  Exposition  Universelle  de  Paris,  will 
be  held  in  1900,  from  April  15  to  November  5.  Preparations  for  it 
are  now  being  made,  not  in  France  alone,  but  in  many  other  coun- 
tries, to  make  it  a  grand  and  memorable  event. 

A  World's  Fair  at  the  close  of  the  nineteenth  century!  What  a 
volume  of  thought  the  idea  suggests:  It  will  be  the  crowning 
effort  of  the  age  of  inventions. 

One  hundred  years  ago  Europe  had  little  regard  for  the  rest 
of  the  world.  The  western  hemisphere  consisted  almost  entirely  of 
colonial  possessions,  whose  population  was  composed  largely  of 
native  Indians  and  people  from  the  lower  classes  of  Europe.  And 
the  same  may  be  said  of  Australia  and  of  European  colonies  in 
Africa  and  East  India.  They  were  regarded  with  secondary  interest 
bv  the  governments  of  Europe  and  served  as  dumping  places  for 


their  criminals,  paupers,  political  agitators  and  other  objectionable 
classes.  Although  no  longer  British  colonies,  the  States  and  Terri- 
tories forming  the  United  States  in  1800,  were  treated  with  little 
more  consideration  in  Europe  than  they  were  before  their  success- 
ful fight  for  independence. 

And  now  !  The  United  States  has  trebled  its  area  in  100  years 
and  increased  its  population  more  than  tenfold.  It  has  grown  into 
a  country,  which,  in  wealth,  power  and  productiveness  rivals  all 
Europe.  In  some  things  the  great  American  Republic  takes  the 
lead  and  in  many  others  it  is  a  worthy  competitor  of  the  leading 
countries  of  the  old  world.  America  too,  can  now  boast  of  fifteen 
independent  nations,  that  100  years  ago  were  dependencies  of  Euro- 
pean powers.  Although  politically  weak  as  individual  governments, 
a  common  interest  would  unite  them  against  a  European  foe.  and

United  States. 

Another  great  change  which  the  century  has  brought  may  be  seen  in  Australia.     Although 
still  colonies  in  name.  New  South  Wales,  Queensland  and  Victoria  manage  their  own  affairs  under 
a  home  rule  policy,  and  rival  in  wealth  and  material  prosperity  the  mother  country.      In   Asia. 
British  India  has  made  wonderful  strides  in  the  direction  of   western   civilization,  and  Japan  has 
progressed  more,  all   things  considered,  in  the  last  few 
years  than  any   other  country  on  the  globe.       Even 
old    China,   ossified   as   it  were,  in  her  pecu- 
liar   ways     and     customs    of     thousands     of 
years  ago,  has  been  shaken   up  with 
heavy  blows  by  the  Japanese  and  is  m 

now  earnestly  trying  to  acquire  the 
benefits  of  civilization.  Africa,  too. 
has  undergone  some  remarkable 
changes  and  is  now  an  important  fac- 
tor in  European  politics.  A  founda- 
tion has  been  laid  in  the  southern 
part  of  Africa  for  a  great  federation 
of  republics.  A  wonderful  growth 
indeed.  The  world's  center  of  gravity 
has  changed.   Europe  is  no  longer  the 


ruler  nor  is   her  history  any  Jonger  synonymous  with   the   history  of  the  world. 

This  century,  and  particularly  the  latter  part  of  it,  has  been  called,  and  very 
properly,  "  the  age  of  inventions."  It  stands  out  alone  in  the  history  of  the  world. 
We  all  know  of  inventions  that  have  made  steam,  electricity,  light  and  air,  the  ser- 
vants of  man,  and  which  have  made  him  master  over  space  and  time.  It  seems  as 
though  we  must  have  reached  the  end  of  human  achievement  in  the  field  of  inven- 
tion and  that  after  our  time  the  exertions  of  humanity  will  be  diverted  into  other 
paths  and  especially  to  securing  a  more  beautiful  and  harmonious  condition  of  life. 

Man's  social  condition  has  improved  along  with  his  advancement  in  industrial 
pursuits.  With  the  discoveries  of  science  have  come  more  comforts  for  the  toil- 
ing masses,  more  time  for  diversion  and  study,  more  independence  of  thought  and 
action  and  a  broadening  of  the  intellectual  faculties. 

This  progress,  these  achievements,  the  growth  of  nations,  the  advance  of  civ- 
ilization— all  this  will  be  shown  to  the  best  advantage  and  with  the  best  effect  at 
the  Paris  exposition.     Europe  appreciates  the  fact  that  to  maintain  her  supremacy

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in   the  world  she  must  do  all  in  her  power  to  make  the  Paris 
exposition   even    more    interesting   and    grander  than   the 
Columbian  exposition  in  1893  at  Chicago  was.     This  will 
be  a  difficult  task,  especially  as  far  as  external  effect 
is  concerned,  because  the  Chicago  exposition,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  peerless  enterprise  of  the  new  world, 
was  planned  and  carried  out  in  a  manner  which  could 
not  be  equaled,  in  some  respects,  on   any  other  part 
of  the  globe.-    It  can.   however,  be    safely  predicted 
that  with  a  more  general  and  comprehensive  partici- 
pation by  foreign  countries  France's  exposition  will 
be  more  of  a  "  World's  "  fair  than  the 
Columbian  exposition  was.  All  nations 
of  the  old  world  will  show  themselves 
to  their  very  best  advantage,  and  all 
nations  of  the  new  world  will  act  wisely, 
if  they  emphasize    the  position  which  they 
have  gained  in  the  way  of  progress.    Our  Amer- 
ica, especially,  though  she  cannot  take  the  most 
eminent  achievements  of  her  talent  and  enter- 
prise across  the  ocean,  though  she  cannot  build 
another  "White  City"  on  the  banks  of  the  River 
Seine,  will    surely  acquit    herself  in  a  manner 
that  must  command  respect  ;  showing  how  she 
has  used  and  perfected  the  culture  inherited 
from  the  Old  World  in  her  own  characteristic 
way. 

As  far  as  the  nations  of  Europe  are 
concerned,  which  naturally  will  furnish 
the  greater  part  of  the  exposition, 
there  will  be.  by  reason  of  the  exist- 
ing jealousies,  much  more  pointed 
between  them  than  those  existing 
against  the  nations  of  the  Xew  World, 
a  rivalry  among  them,  which  cannot 
but  have  a  good  effect  upon  the  suc- 
cess   of    the    common     undertaking. 
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With  utmost  exertion  of  their  energy  and  skill  they  will  try  to 
surpass  each  other,  and  join  in  the  contest  for  the  palm  of 
victory. 

La  belle  France,  whose   commerce   and  industry   have 
somewhat  declined  in  the  last   decade  and  yielded  some 
territorv  to  other  nations,  especially  the  Germans,  through 
apprehension  lest  she  might  be  beaten  in  her  very  home, 
will  be  spurred  to  offer  her  very  best  in  ever}'  respect. 
She  will  consider  the  World's    Exposition  as  a 
means  to  regain  her  former  position  in  com- 
merce and  will  certainly  not  let  slip  away  this 
chance,  which  may  be  her  last.    The  most  per- 
fect work  that    the    fine  French  taste  and  the 
graceful  disposition  of  the  nation  ever  produced, 
will  be  the  charming  result. 

What  Germany  can  do,  she  most  splendidly 
demonstrated  at  the  Chicago  Exposition.     In 
Paris,  where,  since  the  great  war,  she  enters 
the  first  time  officially,  she  will  prove  that  she 
has  not  stopped  in  progress  after  her  Chicago 
success,  but  has  pressed  forward  with  all  the 
unsurpassable  vigor,  of  which  the  Germanic 
race  is  possessed.    Her  exhibit  in  Paris  will 
be    very    much    grander  and    more    perfect. 
than  that  which  was  so   greatly  admired  in 
Chicago,  for  the  obvious  reason  that  naturally 
her  industry  would  not  be  so  completely  and 
generally   represented    at    this    side    of   the 
ocean,  as  it  will  be  in  the  neighbor  country. 
The  other  nations  of  Europe,  too.  Eng- 
land, Russia,  Austria,  the  Northern  and 
the  Southern  nations  as  well,  will  take 
pains  to  give  the  most  interesting  repre- 
sentation of  their  resources,  their  charac- 
teristics and  their  productive  faculties  and 
to   secure    as    favorable    positions  as  they 
possibly  can  for  the  commercial  contest  of

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the  twentieth  century.  The  preparations  for 
the  Fair,  commenced  about  three  years  ago. 
are  rapidly  going  on.  A  commission  of 
experts — experts  in  the  word's  most  per- 
fect meaning — who  have  gathered  valu- 
able experience  while  arranging  former 
world's  expositions  in  Paris,  have  on  the 
broadest  foundation  made  the  plan  of.  and 
selected  the  "Champs  Elysees"  and  the 
"Champ  de  Mars,"  the  most  beautiful  site 
obtainable,  as  the  place  for  the  Exposition. 
The  plans,  too,  of  a  number  of  beautiful  pala- 
ces have  been  accepted,  the  grandeur  and 
taste  of  which  can  be  readily  seen  from  the 
reproductions  on  pages  3,  6,8.  n  and  13,  that 
were  obtained  with  great  difficulty  in  Paris. 
There  will  be  two  important  characteris- 
tics of  the  Exposition,  that  will  appear  in  every  department:  it  will 
be  a  contemporaneous  Exposition  and  at  the  same  time  a  retrospec- 
tive one.  "  Centennial  Museums,"  which  show  the  development  of 
the  respective  branches  of  human  exertion  during  the  last  100  years, 
are  to  be  added  to  every  department.  A  better  logical  connection 
of  the  different  parts,  a  more  perfect  classification,  and  completeness 
of  the  groups  will  be  other  features,  in  which  the  exposition  is 
expected  to  excel  all  preceding  ones. 

There  is  another  important  feature  to  the  Paris  Exposition, 
that  ought  not  to  be  overlooked,  even  in  a  cursory  treatise  like  this, 
namely,  the  fearure  that  is  devoted  to  pleasure.  At  the  end  of  even- 
year  an)-  man  is  inclined  to  celebrate,  with  jollification,  the  exit  of 
the  old  and  the  advent  of  a  new  period  of  time.  How  much  more 
so  at  the  end  of  a  century!  The  most  wonderful  things  that  human 
ingenuity  is  capable  of  designing,  has  already  been  planned  for  the 
entertainment  of  the  visitors.  The  Eiffel  Tower,  the  Ferris  Wheel 
and  other  similar  wonders  of  modern  times  will  be  surpassed  and 
overshadowed. 

Among  the  most  interesting  "  clous  "  designed  for  the  Exposi- 
tion, the  "  Palace  of  Progress  "  may  be    mentioned,  the  grand    and 


beautiful  architectonic  lines  of  which  are  shown  by  the  representa- 
tion on  page  13.  The  building  will  be  an  hexagonal  steel  tower, 
the  decorative  effects  of  which  are  to  be  obtained  with  nickel,  alum- 
inum and  potten".  A  colossal  system  of  illumination,  comprising 
about  20,000  incandescent  lights  and  2,000  arc  lights  will  be  used  to 
ornament  the  monument  at  night.  The  balconies,  consoles,  statues 
and  friezes  are  to  be  made  of  colored  crystal  on  metallic  bars.  The 
tower  will  be  divided  into  four  main  sections  which  will  be  subdi- 
vided into  stories,  the  first  and  second  section  to  have  five  stories 
each,  and  the  third  six.  The  fourth  section  will  comprise  eight 
stories,  the  first  three  of  which  will  receive  visitors  only.  The  upper 
part  of  the  building  will  be  occupied  by  public  ballrooms,  and  the 
part  immediately  below  will  be  turned  into  an  artificial  ice  skating 
rink,  and  large  concert  halls,  club  rooms,  billiard  rooms,  bowling 
alleys,  etc.,  etc.,  will  take  up  the  other  room  of  this  gigantic  pleasure 
resort.  The  tower  will  be  set  in  motion  by  an  hydraulic  apparatus 
and  will  accomplish  one  com- 
plete revolution  in  the  space 
of  an  hour.  In  the  inter- 
ior, one  ma\-  sit  in  a 
splendid  hall,  un- 
der noble  arches, 
surrounded  by 
stately  palms 
and  festoons 
of  flowered 
vines,

A  huge  Globe,  representing  the  earth  and  vastly  larger  than  any- 
thing hitherto  built,  will  be  constructed,  and  a  railroad  en  miniature 
will  encircle  it,  affording  the  sensation  of  a  trip  around  the  world, 
from  the  south  pole  to  the  north  pole  over  whole  continents,  moun- 
tains, oceans,  prairies  and  deserts,  that  are  reduced  to  a  proportion- 
ate scale. 

Another  project  is  to  sink  a  Shaft  not  less  than  a  thousand  feet 
deep  into  the  Earth,  with  stations  that  represent  the  arctic  region,  the 
torrid  zone,  the  majestic  ocean  and  the  manifold  life  beneath  its 
waves. 

A  first-class  pleasure  resort.  250  feet  above  the  surface  of  the 
earth,  the  "  Castle  in  the  air  "  is  the  object  of  another  project.  Sus- 
pending from  a  balloon  there  will  be  restaurants,  concert  halls,  skat- 
ing rinks,  and  even  a  race  course  for  bicyclists.

To  afford  the  sensation  of  a  round  trip  above  the  Exposition  in 
bird's-eye  regions,  a  Movable  Extension  Tower  has  been  designed,  the 
concentric  steel  tubes  of  which,  by  means  of  powerful  machinerv. 
are  to  be  gradually  e.Ntended  upward  and  then  leaned  over  rainbow 
fashion,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  form  a  long  arc,  which  will  be  swung 
over  and  around  the  E.Nposition  grounds. 

The  great  Lunar  Teleseope,  which  is  now  in  the  course  of  con- 
struction will  be  another  wonder.  With  an  object  lens  of  four  feet 
and  three  inches  in  diameter  it  will  by  far  surpass  the  famous  tele- 
scope of  Lick  Observatory,  and  afford  a  better  view  into  the  regions 
of  the  stars  than  has  ever  been  enjoyed. 

A  Trolley  Railway,  running  from  the  top  of  the  Eiffel  tower  to 
the  Trocadero,  will  be  another  of  the  wonders  of  the  Exposition,  the 
number  of  which  is  too  great  to  be  even  concise!}'  treated  of  here. 
But  the  few  hints  given  will  suffice  to  indicate  what  may  be  expected. 

Such  an  undertaking  planned  by  and  for  the  whole  world,  can- 
not be  without  a  great  political  influence,  or  without  important  polit- 
ical consequences.     It  is  bound  to  have — so  much  can  be  said  with-

from  adventures  in  the  direction  of  war.  France,  in  the  first  place, 
can  expect  much  more  benefit  from  a  successful  carrying  out  of  the 
enterprise  than  from  a  victorious  war,  and  will,  therefore,  having  the 
big  enterprise  in  view,  carefully  avoid  any  adventurous  and  hazard- 
ous policy.  The  French  people  will  become  more  inclined  to  sec- 
ond the  peaceable  policy  of  some  of  the  other  great  European 
powers,  and  set  up  a  strong  and  unsurmountable  barrier  against  any 
breach  of  the  peace.  And  who  dare  break  the  peace,  if  the  powers 
■of  middle  Europe  are  in  accord  ! 

From  numerous  utterances  and  acts  of  the  Emperor  of  Germany 
it  can  clearly  be  seen  that  a  better  understanding  between  France 
and  German\-  is  one  of  the  pet  ideas  and  aims  of  that  ruler.     Histor- 
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ical  events  of  the  pre- 
ceding years  have  prov- 
en that  a  joint  policy  of 
German}-  and  France 
is  not  altogether  im- 
possible. The  ice,  con- 
sequently, has  already 
been  broken.  But  the 
French  people  will 
henceforth  be  still  more 
inclined  to  accept  favors 
and  good  will  from  any 
source,  as  it  becomes 
necessary  to  pave  the 
way  for  their  great  en- 
terprise, the  grandest 
undertaking  of  culture 
in  all  times.  A  better 
understanding  between 
the  two  most  advanced 
and  cultured  nations  of 
Europe  will  result,  and 
such  an  understanding 
will  have  the  more 
chances  for  realization, 
the  more  in  the  coming 
World's    Fair,  the   fact 

will  appear,  that  the  world  has  become  greater,  and  that  in  propor- 
tion to  its  grander  objects  the  differences  and  quarrels  of  the  Euro- 
pean nations  have  diminished  in  significance.  The  coming  century 
affords  the  nations  of  the  old  world  new  and  greater  problems 
to  solve,  especially  the  problem  to  hold  their  own  against  the 
powerful  progressive  nations  of  the  new  world.  How  then,  can 
it  be  doubted  that  by  and  by  the  conviction  will  become  gen- 
eral among  the  nations  of  Europe  that  it  will  be  necessary  to 
adjust  their  quarrels,  petty  ones,  indeed,  in  comparison  with  the 
interests    of     the     whole    world,    and    turn    with    unimpaired    and

Already  the  world  is  preparing  to  take  part  in  the  secular  cele- 
bration. Instinctively  divining  the  import  of  the  great  undertaking, 
people  everywhere  are  planning  to  visit  the  Exposition,  especially 
the  people  in  the  United  States,  that  have  always  had  a  keen  eye 


for  cultured  progress.  In  the  first  place,  among  the  enthusiasts  for 
the  World's  Fair  this  time,  the  younger  element  can  be  found.  This 
is  shown  by  the  fact  that  clubs  have  been  formed  in  nearly  all  high 
schools  and  academies  in  this  country  for  the  purpose  of  visiting 
the  Exposition.  The  generation  to  which  the  twentieth  century 
belongs  intends  to  take  part  in  the  great  historical  event,  and  to  be 
present  when  the  mark  for  a  new  era  is  being  set.

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The  transportation  of  visitors  to  the  Exposition  across  the 
ocean  is  a  problem  which  alone  is  of  hardly  less  magnitude  than 
the  Exposition  itself.  The  volume  of  American  visitors  to  cross 
the  ocean  in  1900,  as  indicated  by  numerous  inquiries,  even  at  this 
early  date,  denotes  an  exodus  from  this  side  of  the  water  to  Europe, 
the  like  of  which  has  never  been  known  before.  There  can  be  little 
doubt  on  this  question.  In  the  last  year  of  a  century,  humanity  is 
disposed  to  celebrate,  and  will  naturally  flock  to  where  its  pulse 
beats  strongest — in  this  case  to  the  city  of  the  World's  Fair — to 
Paris. 

Aside  from  the  latter,  the  great  German  "  Nationalfest,"  which 
is  to  be  celebrated  the  first  time  in  1900,  and  after  that  time  every 
five  years,  will  draw  thousands  of  visitors  from  all  parts  of  the 
world,  especially  from  America.     A  lively  agitation  for  the  same  is 


now  going  on  in  every  country,  where  Germans  have  settled;  in  fact 
in  every  country  on  earth. 

The  mighty  throng  of  passengers  to  be  expected  will  have  a 
certain  characteristic  feature.  Although  all  classes  of  passenger 
accommodations  will  be  in  great  demand,  the  efforts  of  steamship 
companies  will  be  directed  principally  toward  the  better  accommo- 
dations, for  the  simple  reason  that  their  patrons  will  go  for  pleasure, 
and  the  wealthy  classes  will  be  most  strongly  represented. 

As  the  problem  of  air  navigation,  at  least  for  practical  purposes, 
has  not  yet  been  solved,  and  as  the  construction  of  a  bridge  across  the 
ocean  would  probably  take  more  than  a  few  years'  time,  therefore  the 
matter  of  transportion  of  the  American  visitors  across  the  Atlantic 
will  devolve  wholly  upon  the  steamship  companies.  Will  they  be 
equal  to  the  immense  task?  It  is  more  than  dubious  whether  they 
will  be  or  not.  In  1895,  according  to  the  official  reports,  all  the 
steamship  lines  together,  transported 
about  96,000,  and  in  1896  about  99,000 
cabin  passengers,  in  respectively 
792  and  849  trips,  from  the  United 
States  to  Europe,  of  which  num- 
ber 86,000,  and  89,000  respec- 
tively, traveled  during  the  high 
seasons,  to  wit:  From  March 
1st  to  November  1st.  As  is  well 
known  to  every  experienced  ocean 
traveler,  all  cabin  accommodations 
in  these  seasons  were  taxed  to  the 
extreme,  it  is,  therefore,  apparent  that 
the  utmost  capacity  of  all  the  European

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steamship  lines,  with  their  present  equipment  of  steamers  for  the 
eight  months  of  the  season  does  not  amount  to  more  than  90,000 
passengers. 

But  what  will  the  outcome  be  in  1900,  when  probably  three  or 
four  times  as  many  people  apply  for  cabin  accommodations?  It 
will  be  a  year  in  which  even-  one  who  can  possibly  afford  it,  will 
be  inclined  to  visit  the  Exposition. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  steamship  companies  will  do  all 


in  their  power  to  furnish  equipment  that  will  be  equal  to  the  emer- 
gency. Many  new  steamers  will  be  built;  all  available  steamers  will 
run  as  often  as  possible  and  even  freight  steamers  will  be  pressed 
into  the  passenger  service.  But  is  it  possible  for  them  to  double 
their  present  capacity?     Evidently  the}'  cannot. 

In  the  building  of  new  steamers  there  are  limits  that  cannot  be 
ignored  without  very  great  risks.  To  build  steamers  at  a  cost  of 
millions  of  dollars,  which,  in  1901,  when  the  traffic  is  reduced  to  its 
normal  proportions,  would  lie  idle,  would  be  an  absurd  idea.  To 
take  steamers  from  other  lines  and  run  them  between  Europe  and 
America  will  be  next  to  impossible,  as  the  traffic  on  all  lines,  even 
those  running  to  the  remotest  parts  of  the  earth,  will  be  exceedingly 
heavy,  and  as  for  available  freight  steamers  their  capacity  for  trans- 
portation of  passengers  will  be  very  limited,  even  should  the  accom- 
modations on  such  steamers  be  endurable. 

A  long   time    in  advance,  perhaps    early  in   the  year  1899,    all 
available   cabin    accommodations  on    the    steamship    lines   will   be 
secured  and  the  latter  will  therefore  be  unable  to  accommodate  the 
later  applicants.  All  persons  not  having  made 
their  applications  in   time  will   have   little 
show    for   accommodations.     To    find    a 
berth  that  may  be  given  up  by  the  origi- 
nal holder  will  be  a  matter  of  chance. 

Competition    has    already   entered 
the  field,  and   corporations   have  been 
formed  in    the  East  to  solicit  the  pat- 
ronage of  the  public  under  the  pretense  of 
being   able    to  offer   favorable   steamship 
rates.      The  truth,  however,  is  that  the  big 
steamship  companies  have  refused   all   peti- 
tions for  special  rates  .and   excursions,  well 
knowing  that  in  the  year  of  the  "World's  Fair"

They  will  even  become  dangerous 
to  the  general  passenger  traffic,  in  so  far  as  they  will 
secure  their  accommodations  at  a  very  early  date 
and  thereby  block  the  way  for  everybody  who 
does  not  act  with  the  same  promptness.     It 
is,    therefore,   absolutely   necessary  to 
secure  accommodations  at  an  equal- 
ly early  date.

is, especially  about  hotels,  etc.,  will  be  furnished  on  application  by 
reliable  and  competent  agents  free  of  charge. 

(8)  The  acceptance  of  the  above  proposal,  in  marked  contrast 
to  similar  propositions,  does  not  bind  the  acceptor  in  any  way  regard- 
ing the  steamship  line  and  time  of  the  voyage,  before  the  ticket 
has  been  definitely  ordered,  nor  in  respect  to  the  time  of  his  sojourn 
in  Paris  or  any  other  place. 

(g)  If  an)'  of  the  acceptors  ot  the  above  proposal  should  at 
last  determine  not  to  make  the  trip  stipulated  in  the  contract  he  will 
be  paid  back,  after  having  given  thirty  days'  notice  prior  to  January 
i,  igoo,  to  that  effect,  the  full  amount  cf  all  payments  made  under 
the  contract.  This  guarantee  is  also  in  marked  contrast  with  all 
other  propositions  of  similar  nature. 

(io)  Even  after  January  i,  1900,  the  acceptors  are  only  bound 
to  the  extent  that  their  money  is  definitely  appropriated  for  railroad 
and  steamship  passage,  which  however,  may  and  can  in  a  busy  sea- 
son be  disposed  of  at  the  full  rates  to  other  parties  at  any  time. 
The  above  proposal,  therefore,  while  binding  in  law  to  the  extent 
shown,  after  January  1,  1900,  does  not  include  any  restrictions  in 
fact.
